Currently, the city has $1.2 
million from the federal gov- 
ernment from a Economic De- 
velopment Administration 
grant. The state allocated

Soybeans are one of nature's miracle 
foods. According to the National Cancer 
Institute's research, soybeans contain 
compounds which help fight cancers. 
Recent studies show Japanese 
women, whose normal diets contain soy 
foods, have a much lower incidence of 
breast cancer than American women. 
Japanese men also appear to benefit from 
soy consumption and have a much lower 
rate of prostate cancer than American men. 

In laboratory tests, soy isoflavines have been shown to inhibit the 
growth of cancer cells. 

Soy also has been linked to other health benefits. Soy isoflavines also 
mimic estrogen, helping alleviate the uncomfortable symptoms of 
menopause. 

Regular consumption of soy products can help lower blood cholesterol. 

Soy is high in protein and low in fat. Since soybeans are vegetables;

‘Teachers’ nonverbal clues may 


affect students’ performance

Children are quick studies whert it comes to 
their teachers’ body language, and the mes- 


sages they get about their teachers’ feelings’ 


toward them can have a profound effect on their 
classroom performance, a University of Florida 
researcher has found. 

“Not only what we teach, but how we teach 
and the learning community we create in the 
classroom, are going to become the evidence for 
not only what you think of the students but 
what they think of themselves,” said Vicky 
Zygouris-Coe, an assistant professor in UF's 
College of Education. Zygouris-Coe.did the 
research for her dissertation at UF. 

She foumd that students often interpret 
things висһ ав their teachers’. body language, 
the order in which they arë called on and the 
intensity with which they-are listened to as 
signs of their teachers' feelings toward them. 
Many students even cast a skeptical eye on 
teachers' compliments, she said 

"That was, really interesting to find that 
young children wold be analyzing it that much," 


* she said. “А lot of children. said, ‘She says I’m 


really good, but does she mean it?’ This raises a 
lot of implications for teachers.” 

Jim Doud, a former president of the National 
Association of Elementary School Principals 
and the chair of UF's educational leadership 
department, said children pay more attention to 
nonverbal clues than many people think: 

"My observation of kids says that they find 


nonverbal clues more redlistic than verbal, 


clues," he said. “The evidence is strong that 
when they believe that their teachers feel they. 
can do something, they're more likely to 
achieve." 

Zygouris-Coe studied 60 students in two 
fourth-grade classes. at a local elementary 
school for 5-1/2 months to gather dfita for her 
dissertation. She observed the classroom envi- 


. ronment at least twice a week and gave the 


children written response questions during the 
class “journal” time four times a month. The 
questions were open-ended statements such as, 
“Му teacher thinks that I am...,’ and the stu- 
dents were encouraged to write several para-

graphs to explain their answers. 

Each question'session was followed a few 
days later with individual me Mri 
Zygouris-Coe asked some of thé children to 
expand on their answers. 

“The results showed that children are yery 


‘actively involved in what happens in the class- 


room,” she said. “They are actively. involved in 
their interactions, and they actively interpret 
those interactions.” 

One. of the most important things teachers 
can do is to make an effort to know their stu- 
dents as well-as possible, Doud said. 

“If you don't have a sense of what your stu- 
dents are capable of and what their interests 
are, you'll have a hard time keeping. an open 
line of communication,” hé Said. 

Positiye nonverbal feedback from teachers - in 
the form of making eye contact, paying atten- 
tion when students speak and letting them 
know that you understand their strengths and 
weaknesses - can make all the difference in the 
world in removing barriers to the learning pro- 
cess. 

“I hope that this will make teachers a bit 
more aware, of how children interpret what hap- 
pens in the classroom," Zygouris-Coe said. “I 
definitely recommend to teachers to give very 
specific feedback to children, not necessarily 
about every aspect of their behavior, but to 
make. frequent attempts to let children know 
what-they think about their progress, their 
behavior and other specific elements of their 
lives." 

Parents also can help their children get as 
much as possible out of their learning experi- 
епсе by encouraging them to share their con- 
cerns and talk openly with their teachers, 
Zygouris-Coe-said. Parents algo should help 
children see their teachers in a positive light. 

If teachers take the time.to listen to how their 
students feel and think about how their actions 
might affect. students! perspectives, the class- 
room learning environment could be greatly 
improved, Zygouris-Coe said. 

“If we really want to improve community in 
the classroom and learn how to better reach our 
students, we halve to see learning through our 
students’ perspectives,” she said.

Smelling the

could smell the rain imme- 
diately. It was that unmistak- 
able odor that told me a show- 
er was very close. 

Chances are you've had that 
experience, too. It might have 
occurred on a humid, breezy 
night, or an early morning just 
as the sun peeked above fhe 
horizon. You could smell the 
rain, too. You knew precipita- 
tion was on the way. 

Actually, what you ind I 
sniffed on those occasions was. 
not the rain but the earth. 
Water, after all, is odorless. 
That distinct aroma that we 
think is rain comes from the 
ground. 

English chemists in the late 
nineteenth century were the 
first to figure that out. They 
discovered that soil molds- cre- 
ated an aroma when:the 
barometer.dropped. 

Researchers in France 
reached the same conclusion 
through a unique experiment. 
They dug up several pounds of 
soil, waited for a dip in the 
barometer and then sniffed the 
dirt. It smelled like rain. 

Just over 30 years ago, 
chemists in Australia discov- 
ered that certain types of clay 
emitted a strong rain smell 
when the relative himidity 
reached 80%. They even came 
up with a name for the odor, 


calling it “petrichor”, from the 
Greek words for “stone- 
essence”.

By this time, everyone pretty 
much agreed that:the smell of 
rain came from the ground. 
But, one question remained: 
How did “petrichor” and other 
chemicals,get into the ground? 
It was the Australian chemists 
who found a possible solution; 
plants give off oils that are 
absorbed by the soil 

To prove they were correct, 
the Australians tried trapping 
the oils in the atmosphere, 
before the oils reached the 
ground. The oil produced an 
awful smell, certainly nothing 
like the sweet fragrance of 
rain. E 

Next, the chemists added the 
oils to the clay soil and waited 
a couple of weeks: The first 
time the barometer dropped 
and the humidity rose, the dis- 
tinct smell of rain emerged 
from the clay soil. , 

The scientists found that 
when it's dry, the soil traps oils

from the plants. And, when the 
humidity. rises and the barom- . 
eter drops, the oils are* 
released back into the air as 
the familiar rain bouquet. ~ 

You can even seé some of 
those oils in certain parts of 
the world. In Tennessee, resi- 
dents often notice a distinct 
blue haze in the sky. The Blue 
Ridge Mountains are named 
after this bluish haze. 

The same is true of the Blue 
Mountains in Australia. The 
eucalyptus trees produce a 
wide variety of complex chemi- 
cals including a bluish mist. 

In some: countries, the smell 
of rain has been turned into a 
business. Workers in India 
place small clay disks outdoors 
during the months of May and 
June. These disks absorb the 
oils that are later sold as a per- 
fume. The name is *mattika 
atar" which means earth per 
fume. To residents of Florida, 
the smell of rain may not bi 
sweet as perfume but it i 
tainly a welcome fragrance. 

The next time someone tells 
you that they smell rain, tell 
them they're wrong. .You can't 
smell the rain but you can get 
a whiff of the oils absorbed by 
the ground, released into the 
air by high humidity and a 
dropping barometer. Then grab 
an.umbrella because you may 
get wet.
